CAYON COUNTY FARMERS
GOMING TO STUDY WEEVIL

Farm Buarf®an Arranges Tour Into
Malheur County to Bee Effects
Of Alfalfa Pest and Pla®
For Combat June 2,

-

The Canyon County Farm Bureau
in arranging a tour into Malheur
county to be held on June 2 to in-
vestigate the alfalfa weevil, This
pest has not yet become general over
much of Canyon county like It has
In Malheur, Payvette and Whashing-
ton counties, but {8 gaining foothold
quite rapidly. The farmers up that
way at least are beginning to worry
ahout it and want to know just what
it means to have a real infestation
of weevil in thelr flelds. Also they
ave looking for the beést way to con-
trol the pest,

The Canyon county caravan will
coma by way of Nyssa, stopplng at a
faw points nlong the roand to examine
fields. They will go as far North
a8 Ontario at which point dinner
will be taken in the park near the
depot, County agriculturnl agent
Breithaupt is assisting in arranging
a short program which will come
immedintely after the lunch hour,
and will cover such points as the
life history of the weovil, the ra-
pidity of its increase and extent of
damnge nnd various control measfre
which are recommended. The field
entomologist of Idaho is expected to
be present and several persons who
have had practical experience in
fighting alfalfa weevil have been in-
vited to give their views on spraying
| mnd other methods.

At 3:00 p. m. a spraying demon-
stration will be given on The Homer
Utley farm just East of town. This
demonstration will be put on by Don
Whelan of the Idaho Extension Sor-

vice, who I8 in charge of alfalla
weovil work in that State. The
machine will be n two horse tractor

type sprayer such as is now recom
mended and sold by the Iron Age
Company for use on alfalfa, potatoes
and other field crps. It covers &
wide strip, uging liquid spray made
of two pounds of calsium arsnate to
100 gallons of water,

The farmers of Malheur county
aro welcome to attend this meeting
and demonstration, Also residents
of the town who may wish to do so.
Parties may bring basket lunch with
them and eat in the park if desired.
The program will start about 1 p. m,
and the spraying demonstration as
noted above at 3 p. m.
